In 1922 the Registrar-General estimated the population of Ireland at 4,440,000. 

In 1926 the Census taken in Iréland showed the population had fallen te 4,229,124. 

The Census taken by the Gaeltacht Commission showéd that the Irish-speaking population, which numbered 
| 436,758 in 1911, had fallen t 299,248 in 1925. 


INCREASE IN EMIGRATION. 


The Census discloses that between 1911 and 1926, 502,012 people leit Iréland. ‘‘ Thom’s Official Direc- 
tory’ shows that, of this uumber, 263,216 left since 1922. 

‘this represents an emigration of 70,804 a year, or 1.6 per cent. of the population. The emigration in the 
decade after the Famine was 1.7 per cent. Free State Goverment has had almost the same effect 
as the Famine. 


DECLINE IN LIVE STOCK. 


Live Stock represents a great part of thé wéalth of Ireland. In 1920 there were 8,771,577 farm animals 
(horses, sheep, pigs, cattle), in the Free State. 
By 1926 this figure had fallen to 8,213,932, a decline of 567,646. 


DECLINE OF TILLAGE. . 


In 1920 the acreage under tillage, éxclusive of hay, was 1,964,517. 

By 1926 this had fallen by 433,145 acres to 1,551,372. 

Only little more than half this decline was made up by land under hay, which increased in the same 
bs period from 2,024,608 to 2,287,874. 

Pay In tilled land of all kinds there was a decrease of 169,879 acres. 


DECLINE IN TRADE. 


In 1921 the import and export trade of Ireland was | valued at £246,602,000, and showed a profit or credit 
balance of £10,660,000. 

No trade returns were made in 1922 or 1923. Since 1024 the trade of the Free State has steadily fallen. 

In 1924 it totalled 2120,476,051, and showed a loss of £17,206,720. ' 

In 1926 it fell by £13,600,000 to £106,879,296, and showed a less of 218,137,600. 

In 1926 it fell by a further 26,700,000 to £100;001,000, and showed a loss of 216,201,000. 

Thus, though the trade of 1926 was less by £20,300,000 than the trade of 1924, the loss on it was greater 
by almost a million.

THE DIPLOMATIC 
RUPTURE. 


RYKOFF AND THE BRITISH 
GOVERNMENT. 


From Revutrer’s CORRESPONDKNT. 
MOSCOW, Wednesday. 
Speaking before the pRenary session of 
the Moscow Soviet to-day, Rykoff, Presi- 
dent of the Council of Commissars, said 
that the importance of the immediate 
future depended mainly on what forces 
the U.S.S.R. would be able to rally to 
the flag of peace, and what measure of 
success ‘would attend the Conservatives’ 
policy of preparing for a big war under 
the guise of intervention in the U.S.S.R. 
An unbiassed analysis of facts and events 
of the past two months yielded no good 
reason justifying a rupture of relations 
between Great Britain and the Soviets. 
Dealing with the charges made against 
the Soviets by the Tory Government ever 
since 1921, Rykoff said that the sources 
of such charges was always forged docu- 
ments which had repeatedly been exposed 
by the Soviet Government. The raid on 
Arcos and the rupture of relations 
synchronised with the session of the Inter- 
national Economic Conference at Geneva, 
where even Sir Arthur Balfour, the chair- 
man of the British Delegation, was forced 
to recognise the necessity of peaceful co- 
operation between the U.S.S.R. and 
capitalist countries, particularly Great 
Britain. 
THE SEARCH AT AROCOS. 

Referring to the search of the Arcos 
and Soviet Trade Delegation’s offices, 
Rykoff said that, as recognised in the 
European papers, the search, which re- 
suited in‘the discovery of no secret docu: 
ment, “ was more fitting for use as a 
movie thriller than as an argument™in 
Parliament for the rupture of diplomatic 
relations between two great States.’’ 
After referring to what he described as 
the ‘violent and illegal actions com- 
mitted during the search by the police,” 
Rykoff said that there was evidently a 
desire to see something criminal in the 
measures of precaution taken by the 
Soviet personnel as regarded the raid.

BRITISH AGREEMENT WITH 
UNITED STATES. 


The British Foreign Office last night 
issued the following :— 

“On May 19th, 1927, Notes were ex- 
changed at the Department of State in 
Washington, putting into effect an agree- 
ment between Great Britain and the 
United States for the settlement of certain 
inter-governmental and private claims 
arising out of the late war and heretofore 
unadjusted. 

“The two Governments approached the 
problem from a practical point of view, 
and have been animated throughout their 
negotiations by a common desire to find 
a rational solution without sacrificing any 
question of principle on either side. 

“The result of their efforts has been 
not only to provide a satisfactory disposal 
of outstanding claims, but also to remove 
permanently from the field of diplomatic 
controversy questions which, if permitted 
to remain unsettled, might have arisen 
later to embarrass the cordial relations 
now happily existing between Great 
Britain and the United States of 
America.” 

The agreement provides - that 
Government will make further claims against 
the other on account of supplies ished, 
services rendered, or damages sustained by it 
in connection with the prosecution of the 
war, all such accounts to be regarded as

BOSWORTH RESULT. 


A LIBERAT VICTORY. 


The Bosworth by-election has resulted in 
a Liberal victory. Sir William Edge has 
been returned by a majority of 271 over 
the Labour candidate, Councillor J. Minto, 
and by 4,296 more votes than the total 
polled for the Conservative candidate, 
Brigadier-General Spears. At the previous 
election Captain Gee, V.C. (Conservative) 
defeated Mr. G. Ward (Liberal) by 358 
votes. The present election was caused by 
the resignation of Captain Gee. 

After a recount, demanded by the Labour 
candidate, the result was declared yester- 
day afternoon as follows :—

FOREIGN SECRETARY'S 
STATEMENT. 


Replying to questions in the House ot 
Commons yesterday, Sir A. Chamberlain 
said :—-For some time past the Egyptian 
Army has attracted the attention of a sec- 
tion of Egyptian politicians. The aims of 
this section are—Firstly, to increase the 
existing numbers of the Army, and to 
strengthen its armament, and ultimately 
to convért it into a weapon at the disposal 
of one political party, the Wafd. 

These projects are a matter of direct con- 
cern to His Majesty’s Government. The 
defence of the Suez Canal is one of our 
vital interests, and the protection of 
foreigners one of our obligations, and we 
cannot permit our task to be complicated 
by the presence of a potentially hostile 
force, such as there is good reason to fear 
the Egyptian Army might become if sub- 
versive influences were to be allowed full 
play. 

Some days ago the War Committee of the 
Egyptian Parliament published its recom- 
mendations to the Chamber of Deputies. 
These recommendations included the rais- 
ing of the establishment of the infantry 
battalions, an increase in the strength and 
armament of the artillery, the acquisition 
of numbers of machine guns, and, finally, 
the cancellation of the budgetary credit for 
the Sirdarate. y 

The British Inspector-General of the 
Egyptian Army is at present the Actin 
Sirdar or Commander-in-Chief. : 

The object of the recommendations in 
question is to transfer this officer's 
functions, in the main, to the Minister of 
War. The party in power would, as a 
result, be enabled to exercise for their 
own purposes unchecked political influence 
over the Army. : 

After consultation with His Majesty's 
Government, the High Commissioner 
addressed a Note to the Egyptian Govern- 
ment on Monday last. In the Note was 
set forth our view that the whole ques- 
tion was one in which Egypt and Great 
Britain were both interested, and which 
could properly form the subject of an 

settlement. This, we consider, 
could be so framed as to meet the best 
interests of both countries, and we are 
ready at once to open negotiations for this 
purpose. But until an agreement has 
been reached, we must insist upon the 
maintenance of safeguards which past ex- 
perience has shown to be effective. 

In the meanwhile, reports indicated that 
efforts were being made to foment political 
excitement. This, in the past, has led 
to serious excesses, as in Alexandria in 
1921, and it was decided to despatch three 
warships to Egyptian waters, in the belief 
that their presence would exercise a re- 
straining effect on those disorderly 
elements which constitute the chief danger 
to the lives and interests of foreigners. 

Conversations between Lord Lloyd and 
the Egyptian Government are in progress, 
and in these circumstances it would be 
undesirable for me to add to the state- 
ment I have made, and I trust the House 
will not press me further.

_ CATRO, Wednesday. 

Sarwat Pasha, the Prime Minister, did 
not pay his expected visit to the Presi- 
dency this morning.

viewers, not unnaturally, began by taking 


it contains, as they saw, a good deal of 
authentic detail accumulated from official 
sources. But further reflection on the 
conjunction of the two documents has 
plainly shaken them. Thére was some- 
thing more than a suspicion, after the 
appearance of the book, that the writer 
was not quite so free from bias as his 
selection for the work of official record- 
makers implied. 

The broad conclusion at which most 
people have arrived, after reading to the 
best of their capacity the official records, 
including the present appendix to them, 
and Admiral Harper’s book, and all the 
previous critics against whom he tilts, is 
that to the end of time there can never be 
complete unanimity, about the conduct or 
the consequences of the Battle of Jutland. 
Fresh details may be produced and 
analysed, new judgments may be based 
upon them, but a final verdict will de- 
pend for each individual commentator 
upon his estimate of risks and opportuni- 
ties, and of the qualities of command re- 
quired in meeting them, which are not. to 
be measured solely by charts and posi- 
tions. In the framing of such an esti- 
mate, it is quite inevitable that the rela- 
tive merits of Lord Jellicoe and of Lord 
Beatty should be brought into sharp con- 
trast, and everyone who knows those two 
great sailors is well aware that the con- 
trast of temperaments. is real and pro- 
found. 

In our own view, for what it is worth, 
the supreme service rendered by Lord 
Jellicoe to the final victory at sea, which 
was complete and decisive, was not his 
over-riding sense of these responsibilities 
at Jatland, but the patient courage and 
unflagging alertness with which he 
brought the Grand Fleet through its long 
and dangerous vigil at Scapa. Flow. We 
are equally convinced that it will be a 
bad day for the spirit of the British 
Navy when its teachers come to condemn 
the dash, the tenacity, the instinct for 
command in battle, which were displayed, 
not at Jutland alone, by Admiral Beatty 
with his battle cruisers. Let us give 
them each the credit due to their quali- 
ties, and let them give it to one another.

An appeal by the defendant in the case 
Delahunt v. Moody, an action brought
